CoNs eANTiNOi'LE, Feb. 17.— It is known 
that tlie landing of Greek forcea at Crete 
has caused a s^reut sensation at the Yil- 
diz Kiosk and it reiiuired thuiise ot much 
tact and diplomatic skill on the part of 
the fambasaadora to prevail upon the 
Porte to accept the situation as now pre- 
sented. The coaacLl of ministerB has de- 
cided to leave the pacification of Crete to 
the powers. This is regarded as a . wise 
dL-cieion, there being a most complicated 
situation in Crete, where the tlatie of 
Great Britain, Russia, Franco, Italy and 
Austria are tlyinf? alongside tiie Turkish 
standard, while Greece ia Beemingly de- 
fyiof,' the i)owerB or acting as a manda- 
tory of J'>urope, 

Tbo niiiiiBterial council also decided 
to send Kurattieodori Pasha to Crete as 
Imperial High Coimnissionur to adojtt 
military measures on the Cireek frontier, 
to appoint Marebal Edehem Pasha, di- 
rector of operationB against' the insur- 
ircnts at Zeltoam in 1806, to command 
the; Turkish troops at Alaasona and to 
call out the redits or first reserves, and 
the third army corps, now at Salonica. 

The measurea arc for purely defensive 
purposes and are to enable the Turkish 
covcrninent to be i)rei)ared for all even- 
tualities. The .Sultan informed the am- 
bafsadors that in view of the acgressive 
attitude of Greece he has been obliged 
to ado))t measures reiiuired by the aita- 
atioii. At the same time he took occa- 
sion to express bis satisfaction at the 
landing of detacbnieuts of marines at 
Oauea frotn the warships of Great Brit- 
ain, lluBsia, France, Italy and Austria 
for the restoration of order in Crete. 

The Sultan sceina to be well aware 
that Greece would not have acted as do- 
liantly as she has done Avithout having 
at least one powerful friend behind her. 
It is this feature of the complications 
that is having the moat calming ell'ect 
upon the Turks, -vho also eee in the 
abandonment of Crete to Greece a possi- 
ble loophole of escape from further and 
much more important changes in the 
map of the Turkish empire. 

To the .Sultan this seems to be the old 
story of Its beinK " an ill wind which 
blows nol)ody good." Ho is credited 
with hoping that his obedience to the 
wishes of hie ])owerful friend, or the 
friends of Greece, in the matter of Crete 
may be placed to his credit when the 
long-discussed and uiuch-po8ti)oned " re- 
forms " in the Turkish empire !;ome to 
the front again. The action of Greece 
may have been nothing more than a 
coincidence, but outof auch coincidences 
Oriental diplomacy is framed. 

i{ has been announced in the newspa- 
pers liere that the Turkish minister at 
Athens has been appointed a member of 
the council of state, and the Greek min- 
ister here, Mauricotiato, is to be given 
his passports, but as tliisdi^patch is sent 
the rejjort lias not been confirmed, and 
the Sultan may have been induced by 
the ambassadors to delay the matter. 

There was an incident nt the People's 
theatre in the Staraboul quarter yester- 
day evening which is regarded by many 
people as being an attempt to provoke 
another outbreak on the part of the 
Mussulmans. Two Albanian soldiers of 
the Yildiz palace guard, the most trusted 
troops of the Sultan, who were among 
the audience, suddenly discharged their 
revolvers in the air, causing a. terrible 
panic. A rough-and-tumble fight follow- 
ed, during which a bystander was 
wounded. Twool the guardsmen were 
arrested and taken to the nearest police 
depot, jirevioiiB to being handed over to 
the military authorities at the Yildiz 
kiosk. 

A-rni:.s-.s, I'"eb. 17.— A battery ot field 
artillery, commanded by Prince Nicbo- 
laa of Greece, sUirteil to-day tor Larissa, 
twenty miles from the gulf of Salonica, 
and military reserves are still being un- 
rolled. The Greek ironclad SjKv.ia, 
which arrived hero from Toulon yester- 
day, is to be prepared for active service 
with all posaiblo haste. Keiiiforcementa 
are being sent to the Greek troops on 
the island of Crete. The Greek govern- 
ment maintains it is acting in the inter- 
esta of the peace of Europe. 

LcNnox, Feb. 17.— Eegarding the situ- 
ation in Crete the Times says; "The 
hoisting of the ila;;8 of the powers on the 
citadel of Canea bv'thc side of the Turk- 
ish standard as reported by our correa- 
[londent is a iiioro important event than 
the descent ot a few hundred Greek sol- 
diers with i)roclaniationa. Doubtless 
the inHurgenta will soon submit. The 
first condition of pacification, however, 
is that complete assurance niustbe given 
that in no ease will the island revert to 
tlio Sultan's directcontrol." 

The Constantinople correspondent of 
the Times thinks that the powers have 
decided to occupy the Cretan 8eai)orts in 
the northern and western portionsof the 
island, leaving the Greeks to enjoy them- 
aelves in the inonntainoiis regions of the 
interior. He believes that the Turks 
are sick of Crete and are willing to sur- 
reiuior that unprofitable possession to 
Greece if Greece will bind herself to 
aesuine an attitude of quieBcence in 
Macedonia. 

A dispatch to the Dally News from 
Eoiue says that it can be positivejy 
stated that the powers have agreed upon 
the three following points : 1. To main- 
tain the joint occupation of Crete by the 
Ave powers, under the command of the 
Itahan ofiScers. 2. A guarantee of peace 
while discussing a definite arrangement 
guided by the general interests of 
Europe. 3. 'Witboat provoking graver 
troubles to take into account ' the legiti- 
mate desires of all people interested. 

LoxnoN, Feb. 18.— A dispatch to the 
Times from Athens snys it is stated that 



the government have wired fresh in- 
structions to Colonel Vaasos. Another 
dispatch to the Times says that Saadedin, 
wlio was recalled from Crete recently at 
the instance ol the powers forfomenting 
plots against the letorma, left Constan- 
tinople for Crete yesterday with three 
battalions. 

A dispatch to the Times from Canea, 
dated Wednesday evening, Feb. 17, says : 
"The Greek government has wired its 
consul here to reopen tlie consulate, 
which has been done, tliua creating an 
anomalous situation in the resumption 
of dii)lonuitic relations, while the Greek 
army has occupied Crete in tlio King's 
name." 

Platiades Pasha has been appointed 
vali of Crete on the recommendation of 
the powers. 

The Eusaian admiral lias sent the 
Montenegrin gens d'armea ashore. 

The Athens correspondent of the Times 
snvs that advices from Uskub, Turkey, 
report the departure of three Turkish 
battalions, with eeven guns, two wat'ons 
of ammunition and seventeen artillery 
oflicers, en route for the Greek fron- 
tier. 

A dispatch to the Tiinea from St. 
Petersburg says there is no longer the 
least doubt that Russia ia preparing for 
war— not necessarily to declare war, Init 
to meet any necessity in connection with 
the eastern crisia. P^ven the lied Cross 
society of the Crimea is taking active 
steps in the same direction. 

A dispatch to the Times from Berlin 
says: "At the ball at the opera house 
to-night (Wednesday) liilmperor William 
conversed over an hour with the repre- 
sentatives of the six powers." 

A dispatch to the Daily Mail from 
Berlin eays that the dowager Czarina has 
wired the King of Greece, promising to 
do everything in her power to help him. 

A dispatch to tlie Times from Athena 
eays that Lt.-Col. Diiubrittis hag been 
ajjpointed chief of jjtali' of a Cretan ex- 
peditionai-y force. Several oflicers have 
been sent toCreteto organize coinpaniea 
of volunteers under the orders of Col. 
Vassoa, Another battalion has been or- 
dered to hold itself in readiness to pro- 
ceed to Crete. 

A dispatch to the Standard from Ath- 
ens aaya that news was received to-night 
(Wednesday) that Col. Yassos has cap- 
tured another important position, the 
village of Vonklies. 

Another infantry liattalion with guns, 
volunteers and stores started for Crete 
to-night (Wednesday). The King of 
Greece receives daily telegrams 
from all parts of the world espe- 
cially from England, Italy and the 
United States urging him to pursue liia 
policy to the end. A solemn Te Deum 
was celebrated in the chapel of the 
palace. All the members of the royal 
family were present. These religious 
services were held just previous to the 
departure of Prince Nicholas, who bid 
all farewell and left for Larissa, amidst 
the enthusiasm of the crowds. 

A dispatch to the Daily Ifews from 
Athens says that a portion of the forces 
commanded by Col. Vassos attacked the 
town of Boucolion, which place was sur- 
rendered by the Turkish garrison after a 
short resistance. 

A dispatch to the Times from Athene 
fays : " The Turks are fortifying Canea. 
European oflicers with a Turkiah colonel 
have inspected the forte. The corpse of 
the sister of the Eussian vice-consul 
was found mutilated at Malepha." 

In order to avoid the dangers incident 
to travelling on the streets of Constanti- 
nople the Sultan to-day and returned by 
Hi'ii- from the palace to Peapon, during 
the ceremony of kissing the prophet's 
mantle, which ia a feature of the rites of 
the great annual Moliammedan fast of 
Eamadan. Fifty thousand naval re-, 
servea, including the men on furlough, 
were called out. 

A dispatch to the Times from Brussels 
says it is reported that a rebellion has 
broken out in the Equatorial district of 
the Congo State. Governor Wheis, per- 
sonally comiiiandiug nn armed force, is 
marching on Luluaberg. 

A Turkish B(iuadron, consisting of 
four warships antl ten torpedo boats has 
been ordered to start for Crete in a few- 
days. It will be joined there by all the 
vessels of the Turkish Archipelago and 
the Gulf of Alexandria. A second 
Turkieh squadron, made up of five war- 
siiipb and ten torpedo boats, has also 
been ordered to be prepared for active 
service. The minister of marine has 
asked for a credit of £600,000 to meet the 
naval expeuiliture. 

A dispatch to the Cologne Gazettes 
from Vienna this afternoon says that 
most of the jiowera have acceded to (jer- 
many'a proposal to blockade the Pira- 
eus, the port ot Athens, in order to curb 
the warlike impulses of Greece. 

It is reported from Ci-ete that the 
Christiana are blockading Retinio. 

The wheat yield of Victoria, Austra- 
lia, is estimated at (;,77r),SOO bushels. 

I'^l Di, in an article or (^uban institu- 
tion, asserts in most positive terms that 
a ministerial crisis is iuii-)eiiding and 
thafSenor Sagasta will return to the 
premiership. The paper alao says there 
is a likelihood that General Itamon 
IJIanco, late governor-general ol ilio 
Phillipino lalanda, will replace General 
Weyler as captain-general of Caba.

The -Winnipeg and Uaskinonge Cases Be- 
fore tlie Supreme Court 

Ottawa, Feb. 17.— Tho election peti- 
tions before the Supreme court came up 
yesterday morning. The appeal against 
Mr. Legris, Liberal member for Masktn- 
oiige, waa withdrawn, the case being 
struck ofT the list.

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IKetaru Presented Yesterday of the 

Correspondence Between British 
' * Cbltimbia aud tbe' Dominion. 



Provincial Government Strongly 
Urge t^ie Settlement of the 
y- LoBg Pending Question. 



•The Provincial Secretary yesterday 
piesented in the houae returuB Bhovving 
the toiieepondence tliat have gone on 
between the provincial and Dominicn 
■with the view of settling as speedily as 
poBsible for the removal of the Songheea 
Indiana from the reserve wlttiin the 
liinita and placing them elsewhere. The 
coirreipbndence was as follows : 

iSxtract from a report of the commit' 
tee of the Honorable the Privy Council, 
approved by Ilia Excellency on the let 
of April, 1896: 

" The committee of the Privy Council 
Iiave hiad auder consideration a Jesr:iti.'h 
liereto attached, dated Slst of January, 
189S, from the Lieut. -Governor of British 
Columbia transmitting ii copy of a re- 
port of the committee of his executive 
council, embodj'ing a resolution passed 
by the leKialative aaaembly of that jjro- 
vincB, aakini; that the question ol tlie 
removal of the Sonf;liees Indiana from 
thoir resorve to a more suitable locality 
lio referred to a special commission, 

"The Superintendent General of Indian 
aOairs, to whom the despatch was re- 
leried* repeats that the Songhees In- 
diana-were settled upoa the land now 
oi^iMipied by them, at the time of the 
occupation of Vancouver island by the 
Hudson's Bay Co., and in a cession 
made by them to James Douglas, the 
agent of the H. B. Co. in the year 1850, 
oi other territory, they reserved for their 
own use, and for the use of their chil- 
dren, the land at present comprised in 
the Songheea reserve. 

"The Minister further states that 
under the order in council of the IGth 
Mav, 1871, admitting B. C. ' into the 
Domfnibn, the Songheea' reserve and 
other lands reserved for the use and 
1>ene£lt of the Indiana, came under the 
truHteeship and management of the Do 
minion government. An agreement was 
subsequently come to with the govern- 
ment of British Columbia respecting 
the allotting ol reserves to Indiana in 
that province, and under tliat agreement 
a commidsioii was appointed for tliat 
purpose. 'I'he decision of that commis 
Bion dated the 4th May, 1878, as to the 
Songheea reserve reads aa follows : 

" 'The laud reserve of these Indiana 
in the harbor of Victoria appears to be 
the private property of the tribe by a 
-written agreement made on the 3Uth 
April, 185U, between the chiefs and peo- 
ple and the agent of the H. B. Co. act- 
ing on behalf of the crown, and by the 
Ian I having been formally set apart for 
tlieir perpetual use and benefit, but the 
coinmissionerfi, BO far as they have au- 
thority in tlie matter, conlirm tliis re 
brtrve as surveyed to the Songish In- 
dians.' 

The Minister observes that the leg 
ielalure of B, C. has. on several occa 
aioaa, passed resolutions urging upon 
tlio governmeut of that province the de- 
sirability of li living the Indians removed, 
and tlie cjuestion haaformedthe subject 
Ol seveial comiiumications between the 
government and tlie government of the 
Douiinion; but as the whole ques- 
tion ot the title to Indian reserves 
in IJritish Coliinibia was iu an unsettled 
coiiditiou, and aa the British Columbia 
government set up claims to reserva 
tions whieli the Uorainion government 
did not feel wiirranted in admitting, it 
-was not thought desirable to treat of the 
removal of the Songheea Indians until 
flqmetliing definite had been done as to 
the larger quesliuu. 

" The Minister further observes that 
thg matter of tlie title of the Dominion 
fiovernnient in reserves in British Col- 
umbia has been made by order-in-coun 
<;il ot 5th June, IS'Jj, the sul^ject of a re- 
ference to the Supreme court, and it 
taniiot now be alt'ected by any arrange- 
ment which iniglitbe come to lietween 
tbe two govevuuienta and the Indians 
Intoreateu. Respecting their removal to 
a more suitable locality, the MinisttT 
further observes that if it is promisee' 
that the agreement to refer the qiics- 
Lion oi the removal of the isonghecs 
Indians to a commiesion, be made with 
out prejudice to the claim of the Dom- 
inion gov-ernuient, as to all other reserves 
in the province ot British Columbia, 
and that the title of the land which may 
be accepted as a reserve for tlie Song 
heea Indiana, in lieu of their present re- 
serve, be convej'ctl iji fee simple to the 
noiniiiion goverunierit, ns tlie trustee of 
the Indiana, he (tlie Minister) would be 
dispgsed to recommend that, as suggest 
cd in the resolution ot the higislature of 
British Columbia, the (lueationof the re- 
moval of the Soiiirliees Indiiuis to a more 
suitable location be referred to a eoni- 
inisaion consisting of three eommisaion 
ere— one to be appointed by the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor of British Columbia, one 
by the Dominion government, and the 
two so appointed to agree upon a third ; 
and in the event of tbe two so appointed 
being unable to agree upon a third, some 
member of the Supreme court to be the 
third comrniasioner. 

" The M inistor, iu case of the foregoing 
vecommendation being approved, would 
also recommend that Mr. I'eter O'Reilly, 
Iiuliun reserve cominissioner, he ap- 
pointed commissioner for the Bominiou 
f^ovenuneiit. 

The committee advise that a certified 
copy of this minute he forwarded to the 
lieutenant- Governor of British Colum- 
bia» for the information of his govern- 
ment.

Bolution passed by the legislative assem- 
bly during the present sesaion, namely: 

" Whereas, reBolutiona liaveat variuiis 
times been ixissed by the legislature (jf 
the province of B.C., in parliament 
iitjBRmWed, urging upon the Dominion 
government the deaira'bility of obtaining 
the removal of the Songheea tribe of In- 
diaus front the teserve to some'sultablo 



locality ; and whereas, it is highly de- 
sirable that eUective steps be taken to 
accomplish the object aforesaid. 

" Be it resolved, that a respectful ad- 
dress be presented to His Honor the 
Lieutenant-Governor, to request the 
Dominion government's consent to refer 
the question of removal and settlement 
foaspeoialnommiBBionconsiBting of three 
commissioners.-one to be appointed by 
the Dominion government, one to be ap- 
point^ by His Honor the Lieutenant- 
Governor, the two appointed to agree 
upon a third, and in the event of the 
two so appointed being unable to agree 
upon a third, some member of the 
Supremo court of B.C.. shall be the third 
comuiisBioner. 

" The committeo advise that a copy ol 
this minute, if approved, be forwarded 
to the hou. secretary of state forCanada.

" The committee of council had under 
consideration a dispatch frdm the acting 
Under Secretary of State for Canada, 
dated 10th April, 1896, transmitting a 
copy of a report of tho committee of the 
honorable committee of the privy coun- 
cil, approved by Ilia Excellency the 
Governor-General on the 1st April, 189G, 
in reply to the resolution of the Legisla- 
tive Assembly of this province aslcing 
that the question of the removal of the 
Songhees Indians bo referred to a special 
commission. 

" The committee are in donbt regard- 
ing the interpretation to bu placed on 
certain observations coiitained in the re- 
port under consideration aa to the effect 
of any agreement now to be entered into, 
and in order to avoid future misunder- 
standing submit that the anticipated 
labors of the proposed commission may 
be summarised as follows : 

" (1.) A new reserve will be selected 
to which the Indiana will be removed, 
and the title to this reserve will be vested 
in fee simple in the Dominion govern- 
ment in trust for tho Indians and wiiii- 
out any reversion to the province. 

" (2.) The landscoiuposinc; the present 
reserve will revert to the province in ac- 
cordance with the fifth paragraph of the 
propoaition submitted by the acting 
Minister of the Interior, dated 5th No- 
vember, 1875. 

" (3.) This settlement shall not afTect 
any question as to the reversion in the 
remaining reserves, which matter is now 
in respect of the Nanaimo reserve before 
the Supreme Court of Canada. 

" The committee remark that the 
early settlement of this long pending 
question ia sufficiently important to jus- 
tify the concession contained in the lirst 
paragraph above, and advise that Mr. 
Dennis Reginald Harris be appointed 
the coinmiaaioner lor the Provincial 
government. 

" This committee further advise that 
a certified copy of this minute, if ap- 
proved, be forwarded to the Honorable 
the Secretary of State for Canada and to 
the Hon. the Superintendent-General 
of Indian affairs, for the information of 
the Dominion government, with a re- 
quest that Your Honor be furnished 
with an intimation that the intention of 
the minute under consideration ia inter- 
preted correctly in the above summary.

Butchers Will Resort to Manitoba for Fat 
Cattle-B. C. Stock la Poor Condition. 

Tho butchers are looking forward to 
proeurinj; their fat cattle & Manitoba, 
believiii}; that the upper country stock is 
too poor to be placed on the market. 
Some have gone so far as to complete ar- 
ran(;ements for brinKing beeves here 
from Manitoba, and tlie lirst shipments 
may be expected durinj; the early part 
of the coming month. There will 
be no necessity, they say, to re- 
sortinj; to outside resources loncer 
than a month or two, for once sprinc; 
seta in in the upper country there will 
be any number of cattle to be had, ready 
for the market. The trouble now is that 
feed is scarce there, ranchers iiaviuu: had 
to house their stock a month earlier than 
in most previous winters. Tbta again 
the past summer was an exceptionally 
dry one and the yield of bay was com- 
paratively short. Amon^ other futures 
of tbe market this week is that Califor- 
nia butter is coming in (juite freely, it 
beiuK the only competitor which provin 
cial made butter now has.

VAiicouvER, Feb. 17— The kingdom of 
the Netherliuuig will shortly eatablish 
a consulate in this city. The present 
coasular list of .Vancouver conaiflta of 
tlie foUowiiu;: Chili, M. P. Morris; 
Japan, T. Nosse: Germany, Johann 
WulffBsohn; Peru, K. 11. Alexander; 
France, M. Cumillo Jordan ; and the 
great republic of Central America, M. P. 
Slorria. The United States have a com- 
mercial agent in \V. F. Peterson, and 
the following coniitituto the present 
vice-consul service of the city : Spain, 
H. A. Mellon; Hawaii, J, W. McFar- 
hmd; Sweden and Norway, ad interim, 
Kobt. Ward & Co. (Limited); Belgium, 
John Whitehead. 

The Uispuuo-American Trading Com- 
pany, limited, has just been incorporated 
here under a registered capital of $100,- 
000. John McQuillan is the president, 
a. IS. Rand, vice-president, and M. P. 
Morris, secretary of the company, which 
will endeavor to open out very exten- 
sive trade relationa between Canada and 
Mexico, GuaLcuiaU, Uonduras, San Sal- 
vadore and A'lcura^ua, Co£ta liicu, 
Colombia, [.[cuiulor, Peru, Bolivia and 
Chili. To tome of thuae the company's 
lumber Bhipinents are made fioiu Van- 
couver, bui as 11 rule the vesaela return 
in ballast. Mr. M. P. Morris, the secre- 
tary of the company, who is well 
acquainted with tlie conditions of the 
Central and Suutliern American trade 
and agriculture, suilcj tliat tljere is a 
preat opening for return trade between 
Spanish Anieirca and Canada notably in 
such products as coll'ee, cocja, sugar, 
spices, choice hard woods, aye woods, 
fertilisers — in the way of nitrates — 
oranges, lemons, and many other tropi- 
cal fraits. Theae products are all even 
now largely imported to Canada from 
Spanish America, but usually arrive via 
United States ports. 

A collection will be taken at St. 
James' church on Sunday morning and 
evening towards the Indian famine fund.

Charles Tetley, ex-city accountant, is 
suing the city for $750, which he alleges 
to be due as the balance of his salary re- 
duced, as he oontends, by an illegal reso- 
lution of the city council of 1895.

The claims thus involved in the case of 
Vancouver alone wonid approach $'i,000. 

The body ot the unfortunate trainman 
named F, J ward Bearden, who was 
drowned in the Fraser last July as the 
result of a C.P.R. accident, was ionnd at 
Agassi/, on Monday, and brought into 
Vancouver and buried here to-day. 

Mayor Teiiipleton has been appointed 
chairman of the board of lioeuse cum- 
mieaioners, who lield their regular 
monthly meeting on Monday. Thociiief 
business done was the grant of a hotel 
license to the Hotel Meiropoie, the line 
buildinf; which has been vacant several 
years, but is now being opened under 
the management of Mr. H. Dempsey, of 
Nanaimo. 

)«Tennant McFarlane, of Cape Town, 
South Africa, was married on January 
28 to Miss L. SchoCeld, daughter of 
Fred. Schofleld, of this town, at Cape 
Town. 

The provincial police of the Lillooet 
district are investigating a case of mur- 
der, a Chinaman having been found in 
a ditch with his throat cut. Sometliink 
it a case of suicide, but the police are of 
opinion that lliere has been foul play 
and regard it as a likely outcome of one 
of the bloody feuds which arise amongst 
the heathen Chinese secret societies of 
the Pacific Coast. 

Miss Kosa Lee Spencer, formerly of 
this city, where she was engaged in bus- 
ineaa as mining broker and insurance 
agent, has achieved note at Toronto by 
establishing' herself there as the pioneer 
lady mining broker of Ontario.

"Westminster, Feb. 16. — There is 
widespread regret in the city and dis- 
trict at the death of Mre. liodington, 
wife of Dr. liodington, medical superin- 
tendent of the provincial insane asylum. 
Mrs. BoJington is the fourth victim in 
the city of the scourge of grippe, which 
has alllicted quite a host of victims, 
most of whom have, however, happily 
recovered. Mrs. Bodington was born at 
Uflord, in SuQblk, and ca,me to British 
Columbia with her husband about ten 
years since, first residing at Hatzic, but 
latterly in Westminster. SbQ was a lady 
of distinguished scientlQc attainments 
and contributed occasional papers to the 
proceedings of various learned societies 
and to the pages of higli chies serials.

TO BEAUTIFY VICTORIA. 



Whatever may be the future of Vic- 
toria ;is a commercial or manufacturing 
centre, there is no room for doi'bt that 
it will become a residential city of great 
importance. In the mountains of Britisli 
Columbia, in its forests, in its fisheries 
and in its farming and pasture lands is 
locked up, awaiting the magic touch of 
(.'nterprise, wealth beyond the powers of 
]>reaent estimate. Without desiring to 
depreciate the attractions of Mainland 
iwints aa homes for people of means, 
BHch as w ill most certainly form a con- 
spicuous element of the population of 
the I'rovince m the future, wo may say 
with confidenco that in reapeottoita Bur- 
Toundingaand in viewof itagenialclimate, 
Victoria stands easily first among all 
phices on, the Pacific coast, north of Cal- 
iioruia. and jiossibly some may take ex- 
ception to til is f)iiiilitication. Xoc with- 
in a radius of a tliousand miles are such 
delightful drives to be found aa in this 
viuinity. In respect to acenery, our city 
compares favorably with any other in I stopped 



This is a splendid street, wide and with j 
just enough variety in it9 surface to 
make it highly attractive. There is 
nearly a mile of thia atreet without a 
shade tree, She same obsefvation ap- 
plies to other streets. How best to got 
the necessary trees planted on such 
streets is a matter of consideration. The 
retiring governor of an Eastern province 
oflered to sot out tlio chief streets of the 
capital city with trees, but tlie city 
council, being at outs with him over a 
question of taxation, refused to permit 
him to do so and thereby perpetuate bis 
name in the memory of the citizens. 
When later a retiring mayor ofTered to 
set out a double row of sh&de trees a 
mile long not only was his ofl'er ac- 
cepted but the name of the street 
was changed in his honor. We 
fancy that if any public spirited citizen 
of Victoria, and he need not be a gov- 
ernor or mayor, should offer to set out a 
mile or so of ahade trees ou any selected 
street, the city council would meet him 
in a responsive spirit. Property owners 
along a street might form combinations 
and set out a block or two with trees. If 
this example wereaet in any part of the 
city it would be emulated in othera. 
Residence streets adorned with ahade 
trees, with the aidewalks in repair and 
the carriage way and gutters kept clear 
of rubbish give an air of iiome life and 
comfort to a city that is worth money to 
property owners. 

THE PRESS AND PATRONAGE. 

The Vancouver World is abundantly 
able to take care of itself in the matter 
of the tax sale advertisement. The 
World shows that the rate was 35 

cents a line, which ia not an unreason- 
able charge. Some of tlie members who 
spoke on the subject thought that, as the 
amount was large, the government 
should have driven a closer bargain.

We think perhaps he would 
not, for he said that he supposed 
it was necessary for the govern- 
ment to pay their orsians something 
for their support. It would be interest 
ing to know where Mr. Semlin qbtained 
his information on this point.

feo fur as the discuaaion went on Mr. 
Adam's reaolution asking tLe Doiniuion 
Government to impose an export duty 
on ore, the opinion of the majority of 
the house seemed to be against it. The 
mover took the couraq of withdrawing 
the resolution inatead of preBsing It to a 
vote, vfhich seeraa to have been the 
wiser course, for in apite of what aoine 
membarB thiDk, th« qneation ia not one 
that "ought to be disposed of li.astily. 
The premier's point, thatit is inadvisable 
to aak the Dominiou Government to im- 
pose a tax on property in the Province, 
was well taken; but this only ^oea to the 
manner of Retting at tlio object eouglit 
by tiie reaoliilion and not to 
the expediency of taking some action. 
Col. IJaker's objeetion that it would 
be a disadvantage to mine owners it they 
were not allowed to export their ores 
goej to the root of the question. In the 
diaeusaion of a matter ol thia kind 
it ia desirable that tliotse who advocate 
such a radical change as was aimed at 
by the resolution, should be prepared to 
back up their views with exhaustive in- 
formation. The resolution was with- 
drawn, but it would be a good idea to 
bring the question of domestic ameltei's 
up later in the aeaaioa for fuller diseus- 
aiou. 

Ool. Baker's point ia of quite as great 
importance as Mr. Adaiiia' resolution, 
lie took the ground that an export tax 
would retard the dcveloiunent of the 
mining country and discourage invest- 
niciit in it. If such a law were enacted 
the owners of smelters ia the Province 
would be able to coinhiiie and put up 
the price charged for smelting. Ho be- 
lieved that it was greatly in the ihtereat 
of the owners of mines of low grade ore 
that foreign smelteru aliould bo allowed 
to compete for it. Col. Baker recognized 
that Mr. Adams sought to attain a 
praiseworthy object by his resolution, 
but believed that when he had given the 
subject further consideration he would 
see the fallacy of the proposal embraced 
in the resolution. Mr. Adams sought to 
increase the number of wage earners in 
the Province, but Mr. Baker suggested 
that by reason of the shutting, down of 
the low grade niinca more men might be 
discharged than any additional smelters 
would employ, 

Mr. Kennedy wants the honeo to 
maintain its dignity on all occasions and 
would like to see the utmost courtesy 
extended by the house to Mr. Speaker. 
There ia riot much to complain of in this 
respect, but it is just as well to check 
any disposition to relax those unwritten 
rnfea of order, the observance of which 
add to the aonae of reBponsibility of 
membera. 

Dr. AValkem's resolution declaring 
that a mortgage lax bears unequally 
upon dill'erent classes of society was 
withdrawn by him in order to 
change its form. Aa it stood 
it looked very much like a theme 
proposed for a debating aociety and not 
like a question to be considered by a 
legislative body. 

Mr. Speaker followed the same lino as 
we suggested in these notes in regard to 
Mr. Macphereon'a resolution, and held 
that it waa ont of order. He pointed 
out that the resolution waa eijuivalent to 
an amendment to the land law, and con- 
sequently could not be entertained. Mr. 
Macpherson may, however, if he wishes, 
bring up the matter in another way.

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HIS BATTLES O'EE. 

A Veteran Who First Saw Service Under 
Wellington Laid to Rest Yesterday. 

Old Francis Cregan, over whose liead 
the century all but one year bad jiassed 
ere he paid the debt of nature, was buri- 
ed from the home of which he had for 
several years past been an inmate, yes- 
terday morning, mass being said by Rev. 
Father Nicol.aye at St. Andrew's cathe- 
dral, and the interment being at Ross 
Bay cemetery. Few indeed of the friends 
of the old veteran attended at his inter- 
ment, save and e.Kcept the other mem- 
bers of the home, who attended in a 
body — no one is left to recall his first 
experiences iu this now land, of which 
he was one of the very earliest pioneers. 

Cregan took the (iueon's shilling at a 
time when all Kuropo looked to Britain 
for relief from the domination of the re- 
turned Napoleon, enlisting as a dm ai- 
mer boy three days after Waterloo was 
fought and won. Hia regiment, the 5:2nd 
Light Infantry, was one of the hard 
worked and highly honored brigades 
during this memorable campaign, and 
when hia term having expired, Cregan 
became a sailor, he never wearied of 
relating the camp fire stories redounding 
to the credit of the corps. 

It was as Governor Douglas' body 
body servant that Cregan came to Brit- 
ish Columbia, according to his own 
statement, and he recalled in later years 
how Victoria at that time consisted of 
three humble huts, with the old fort iu 
process of erection aa an evidence of 
gratifying and conapiououa growth on 
tho part of the new colony. He spent 
years in the strong governor's service, 
and afferwarda viaited many parts of 
tho province, when, with all other resi- 
dents of tnat day, the raining fevor com- 
jiolled him to desert tho centres of civ- 
ilization and engage in the eager aearch 
for the yellow dust nn tho Fraser, and 
I afterwards in Cariboo.

Lake and Big Bend Telephone Co., Ltd. 

No. 15. Petition of Trail Water Supply 
Co., Ltd. 

The report was received. 

Dr. Walkern, having received permis- 
pion, asked the member for the North 
Riding of West Kootenay if a report was 
true that had appeared in an up-country 
paper to the elFdci; that he was an appli- 
cant for the position of goidcommiaaiou- 
er for West Kootenay. 

Mr. Kellie denied having ever applied 
for the position of gold commissioner, 
and wanted it understood that the only 
government poaition he aspired to was 
that of Premier of the Province (lanuh- 
ter). The reporter of theRosaland Min- 
er, thepaper in which the statement had 
appeared, should put a poultice on his 
head to take out some of the inflamma- 
tion caused by liis too vivid imagination 
and then be would not have to l)e so of- 
ten correcting miestatementfl made. 

The Premier, wished to corroborate 
Mr. Kellie's denial. Mr. Kellie had 
never be'en an aspirant for the position 
of gold commissioner, nor, for that mat- 
ter, had he mentioned his aspirations to 
the other position. (Laughter.) 

Major Mutter rose to a question of 
privilege regarding an editorial in the 
Times which, he said, accused him of 
putting up a job with the Chief Com- 
missioner for the expenditure of money 
in connection with the . dam on the 
. Cowiolian river. Major Mutter strongly 
denied the insinuation, and read the 
correspondence to show that at the re- 
quest of his constituents he had, as was 
bis duty, drawn attentfoB to the largo 
amount of valaable land that hail been 
destroyed and the dapger threatened to 
road' and- bridges by the high water, 
causing a branch of the Cowichan to be 
formed. 

The house went into committee to con- 
sider the messageof His Honor the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, transmitting " An act 
to specifically correct an ambiguity in 
the British Columbia Southern ' Railway 
Aid Act, 1894.' " 

The committee rose and reported, and 
the bill was read a first time and set 
down for second reading to-day. 

Mr, Adams moved, seconded by 
Capt. Irving — Whereas there are 
large quantities of ore sent out of the 
province for the purpose of being smelted 
and reduced, and whereiia the reduction 
of sucli ore in the i)rovinco v.-ould give 
employment to a large number of work- 
men and would lielp business generally. 
Therefore, be it resolved, that a respect- 
ful address be presented to His Honor 
the Lieutenant-Governor rcqueating him 
to press upon the Dominion government 
the deairability of placing an export 
duty on all ores going ontof the country, 
Buch export duty to take effect two years 
from the date of this resolution. 

Mr. Adams, in speaking to his resolu- 
tion, said that if the ore taken out from 
the provincial mines was reduced here it 
would be of great benefit, lie ])ointed 
out that some years ago when the United 
States placed a duty on silver-lead ores 
exported from Mexico to the United 
States instead of injuring Mexico was a 
benefit to tliat country, for aa a conse- 
quence the smelting industry was built 
up in Mexico to treat the ores that for- 
merly were exported raw. He believed 
that an export duty on raw ore in Brit- 
ish Columbia would have exactly the 
same eiloot here. 

Hon. Mr. Baker was very sorry to dif- 
fer from Mr. Adams, /or while he agreed 
that it would be of great benefit to the 
amelting industry, yet at present 
the mining owner had a large market to 
which to send his orea and a.duty on 
the ore would shut out all competition 
Provincial smelters in the absence of 
euch competition would form a ring that 
would force the mine owners to aell their 
minerals at any price the, smelters chose 
to fix. 

Ciiptain Irving supported the resolu- 
tion, saying that it would stop such a 
thing aa tlie proposed building of a 
smelter at Northport, just outside the 
British Columbia line, to which it was 
intended U> export British Columbia 
ores. In riritish Columbia there was 
coke and everything reqiftred for smelt- 
ing, and he believed that the smelting 
should be done in this country. 

Mr.' Sword' aaid this was one of the 
matters that could only be dealt with by 
the Dominion governinent. Ho agreed 
with the I'rcvincinl Secretary's remarks, 
nod in reply to Mr. Adams' allusion to 
Mexico said that the United States, he 
thoiight, were very likely to put a tax on 
jlead ores going there from Britieli Go 



then bo in the same position as Mexico 
ITi that respect. 

Hon. Mr. Turner thought the matter 
required a great deal of consideration be- 
fore the Dominion were asked to tax the 
province more than- at present. He was 
afraid that tiie resolution might liave the 
ell'ect of injuring the mining industry, 
for it was very important tluit tlio cost 
of smeltinir should bo as low as possible. 
He did not believe in asking the Domin- 
ion to place a tax on the property of the 
province that was one of the provincial 
sources of revenue. He would be glad 
if Mr. Adams woiild.leiive the resolution 
overt 

Mr. Foster was of opinion that the 
resolution would have the effect of 
stopping the development of mining dia- 
tricta that were just opening up and 
would reault, too, in closing down the 
low grade mines in the province. 

Mr. Semlin said that the resolution 
was undoubtedly presented with the de- 
sire of preserving the interests of the 
country, but while be sympathized with 
the motives of the mover and seconder 
members must guard against the danger 
of shutting down the mines, and he ad- 
vised that the resolution be withdrawn 
for the present. 

Mr. Kellie believed that British Col- 
umbia was entitled to all the benetita to 
be derived from the orea she produced. 
.He did not think that at piesent it was 
necessary to put an e.xport duty on ores, 
for more communication and cheaper 
rates were needed' before many smelters 
could be built in the province. As soon 
as we got better communication and 
(cheaper coke then the province would 
be in a position to put on such a duty if 
it was deemed necessary. 

Mr. Macpherson could not see that 
any argument could be brought to show 
that the mine owners could make more 
out of their ore by tlie putting on of an 
export duty, therefore he would not sup- 
port the resolution. He was of opinion, 
indeed, that the contrary would bo the 
result and mining development bo bin 
dered. 

Mr. Rogers would mucii rather see a 
bonus iiiven for smelting in the country 
than an export duty put on ore. 

Mr. Adams, in view of the opposition 
expressed, withdrew his resolution by 
permisaion of the house. 

Mr. Kidd moved, seconded by 
Mr. Cotton, for a return showing 
how many of the aettlera on what are 
known as the Burnaby Small Holdings 
have complied with the conditions on 
which they were allowed to enter upon 
the lands; also for any reports and cor- 
respondence relating to these settlers 
and their holdings whicli the govern 
ment fins in its possession. 

Mr. Kidd understood that some of 
the settlers were jires-ed for payment by 
the government, ana he wanted to find 
out the circumstances 

Hon. Mr. Martin in reply stated that 
the government liad asked the settlers 
for payment, but owing to the unfortun- 
ate circumstances of some of the settlers 
the government had been very lenient 
and had not enforced payment. There 
was no objection to the return, but the 
correspondence was voluminous and 
would take several days to prepare. The 
hon. gentleman could see all the corre- 
spondence of the department of Lands 
and Works. 

Mr. Cotton stated that the idea was 
not so much to obtain the correspond- 
ence aa to find out the actual condition 
of the settlers as made in the reports by 
the government's own ofHcials 

Mr. Graham, while not blaming the 
government for endeavoring to get the 
payment of arrears due for land, sug- 
gested that the interest at 6 per cent, 
charged on the overdue payments should 
be struck off. 

Mr. Booth in reply to this said Mr. 
Graham's suggestion would be in effect 
to give the land free, and that would not 
be fair to people who had paid for their 
lands. 

Mr. Kennedy was anxious to have the 
returns brought down. 
Hon. Mr. Martin said he had not the 

least objection to the return being 
brought down, but, as he said before, it 
would take several days to prepare it. 

Mr. Sword, in amendment to the reso- 
latioc, moved to strike out the words 
" or correspondence," and the resolu- 
tion as amended was passed. 

Mr. Cotton moved for a return show- 
ing : 1 — The number of cerlilicates of 
title which have been issued in the sev- 
eral land registry ollices since the land 
registry act came into force. 2 — Tlie 
number of certificates of indefeasible 
title which have been issued at tlie 
same oftices during the aame period. 
Carried. 

Mr. HufT asked the Chief Commis- 
sioner of Lands and AVorks what 
stojjs were taken in respect to a motion 
of this house passed on the 27tli Febrn- 
ixry, ISOB, with regard to the protection 
of the banks of tlie Cowichan river; 
and what action was taken by the Do- 
minion government with respect thereto 
Hon. Mr. Martin replied that the reso- 
lution of the 'J7th of February, 1890, with 
reference to the protection of the banks 
of the Cowichan river, was in due course 
transmitted to the Dominion govern- 
ment and acknowledged by the secretary 
of state on the 2&th of March following, 
since when no further communication 
in respect of the said matter has been 
received by this government, 

Mr. Kennedy asked the chief com- 
missioner of lands and works: Why 
was the Log Scaling ,-\ct of 18'J-1 rescind 
ed during the recess? By what auth 
ority was this done? 

Hon, Mr. Martin replied : 1. " Because 
the act proved to be iiractically inoper- 
ative liy reason of the refusal of loggers 
and mill owners to employ the oilicial 
scalers, the fees collected by these scal- 
ers for till! year ending ,'JOth .hiiio last be- 
ing only ■It'Mo.-io, as against ifU,7-12 paid 
them as salaries, and also for the further 
reason that provision for the payment of 
scalers aalariea after 30th June iaab have 
not been made by the legislature. 2. 
"tBy authority of section 22 of the said 
act." 

In regard to the point of order raised 
on Mr. Macpherson's motion of the pre- 
vious day directing government to stop 
the sale of lands for fishing station sites, 
Mr. Speaker gave the following ruling: 
"The motion of the hon. second mem- 
bor for Vancouver (Mr. Macpherson) 
asks the house to definitely instruct the 
government with respect to the opera- 
tion of the ijand Act, in so far as the pro- 
visions of tliat act deal with lands upon 
the sea coast and upon navigable rivers, 
etc., available for fishing stations. The 
motion is important and sweeping in 
scope apd character, and , if nassed by 
the house 'must bp aqcepted by the" gov- 
ernment aa aii tffljperaiivti^ instruction. 
Had the matter come before the house 
in theforin of, a' biir' it woiijd be.outof 



crown lands and to initiate legislation

MUiNICIPAL CLAUSKS ACT, 18'JG. 

To Till-; EniTou; — There are two sec- 
tions in this act to which I beg to direct 
your attention and that of the law- 
makers, with a view to their amend- 
ment. 

' Section 13, sub-sec. 0, disqualifies all 
persons for nomination as aldermen who 
are not tlie registered owners of real pro- 
perty in the city of Victoria of the as- 
sessed value of $500 or more, over and 
above any registered incumbrance, etc. 
This does not seem unreasonable on the 
face of it, but a large number of persons, 
eminently (jualilied to assist at the city 
councils, rent stores in the city 
and live away in their own liouses, 
and a great many of these have 
raised money to invest in their business 
during the late busy times to a larger 
percentage of the value of their property 
than that at wliicli tliey are assessed 
Now it sounds all very well to be under- 
assessed, but it is most unreasonable 
that this coihbination of mortgage and 
low assessment should disqualify per- 
sons, otherwise eminently fitted for the 
position, from giving the benefit of their 
judgment and counsel to the city. It is 
exasperating to them to find that tbefir 
energetic striving for business debars 
them from an honorable position 
amongst their fellow citizens. 1 would 
.suggest that all the words after $500 
should be struck out. This would re- 
tain the qualification which does exist 
and remove the disqualification which is 
due to under assessment. 

Section ti!) proviiles that no by-law for 
raising inonev upon the credit of the 
city not r(!payal)le within the municipal 
year shall be introduced by the council, 
except on a petition signed by the own- 
ers of at least one-itenth of the value of 
the real property in the city, as shown 
on the last assessment roll,' v 

Now, the council is theelected.Jegisla- 
tivo body of the municipality,, and from 
their collective wisdom all legislation 
tending to the improvement OF develop- 
ment of the city should emanate. 
Tills clause, however shifts the 
onus, the very inception of legislation 
for improvements upon the owners of 
real estate. Now it also hajipeua that a 
large jjroportion of the owners of real 
estate are non-resident and I question 
whether any such proposal aa tfie paving 
of the streets or any other public im 
firovement could be advanced success- 
fully under such adverse circumstances. 
Section 79 lequires the assent of at least 
a tbree-liftbs majority of the vote polled 
before such a by-law shall become valid 
and this surely should be enough. I 
would Buggesfc, therefore, the repeal of 
section 70 as purely vexatious ; sections 
68 and 70 meets the case entirely.

To this same O'Oyley Carte the lovers of 
incritorious light imisic all over tlie v.-orld 
owe a heavy debt of gratitndi', for it; vnis 
ho who, at a time when there was no;hiii;r 
like a certainty of success, brought those 
phenomenal coUaboratGr.s, Gilbert and Sul- 
livan, prominently to the attention of the 
people of otlior lands than their own. It 
has often boon said by admirers of Mr. 
Carto that had it not boon for his clTorta 
and ills wonderful aliility as a manager 
and producer the autlio'rs of "Pinafore" 
and the rest of that long and magnificent 
scries of comics oper.is would today rank a.s 
more mediocrities instead of stJinding ad- 
mlttcdlyat tlieto[)in t liei r resiiectivo lines. 
This is probalily .snmewhat of an exagger- 
ation, but it cannot be disjiuted that with 
any other man than .Mr. ' "arte at the lielni 
Gilbert and Sullivan would not now oc- 
cupy the supremely prominent place in tho 
world of theatrical ami musical letters that 
la theirs. It is ei|ually true that tlioy 
would in all iirobahility not have iis largo 
bank accounts as they possess iis the result 
of his combined shrewdness and artistic 
dlseernnient. 

Mr. Carto Is said by those who have 
been In his employ to be vory methodical 
In his business hablt.sand to be a merciless 
master to jier.sons who attempt to sliglit 
their work, while lie is tho qulntossoneo of 
courtesy and consideration to those who 
conselcntiously endeavor to do what is re- 
(pilred of them. Even though tho perform- 
er fail, tlv3 effort is as fully appreciated as, 
though it were successful and la as certain 
to receive com;)llmontary recognition. 

The matter of living expenses 1.1 not 
likely to keep Mr. Carto awake at night, 
for if that, often wron,g but fre<iuently cor- 
rect jaite, l)amc> Kmiior, is t<i be credited 
lie is a very wealthy iiiaii. Most of his 
mi.iiev has come to lilni from the Gilbert 
■uul Sullivan operas, but he is believed to 
have l)een fairly started on the road to 
riclies .-It the tiiiuj he undertook the man- 
ii.'rmenl of those enlhibnrators' works. A 
.^tniiig effort ^vill be made to induce Mr. 
(,'arto to reconsider his deterniinatioii to 
retire from tlu^ Savoy, but his most iiiti- 
iiiate friends tleclare that he lias irrevoca- 
hly iiuuie up his mind to take a long rest 
lit any cost, as he fcebi that he really re- 
quires it. 

D'Oyley Carte wos the son of a solo flut- 
l.st and was bom in Ixmdon .">;.' years ago. 
Ills first groat successful iiroduetlon was 
"The Sorcerer" in 1877, followed by "Pi- 
rates of Penzance" and their succes.sors. 
He built the .Savoy theater especially for 
the (iilbert and Sullivan operas. 

During tlu^ heythiy of the popularity of 
these works Mr. Curto was roprosonted in 
tho United States by Miss Helen Lcnsir, a 
very shrewd and successful woman of busi- 
ness. Her real name was Mlss Couper- 
Hlack, but she (^hanged it afterward to 
that of Mrs. D'Oyley Carte.

COMPDLSOKY PILOTAUE. 

Remonstrances Against the Hill Now Befor 
the Legislature of Wasliington. 

Olvmi'Ia, Feb. 17.— Tho Committee on 
commerce aod manufacturea met on 
Monday night, and for three houra lis 
tened to tho reading of petitions, re- 
monstrances and arguments relative to 
the compulsory pilotage bill. The com 
mittee deoidfid by a vote of 8 to 11 to rc 
port the bill favorably, eliminating, 
however, section 21, which allows pilots 
to charge one-half of their fees if their 
services are not required. If the report 
ia adopted it will i)ractically kill the 
bill. 

A large number of remonstrancea 
against the bill were filed by foreign and 
American ship-owners. Another re- 
monstrance was laid before the commit- 
tee, signed by OS shipping firms doing 
bnainesa on the Pacific Coaat, and repre- 
senting all the flrnibi engaged in ship- 
ping on the Pacific, save one. The ex- 
ception is James A. Lncey, representing 
the Brnnette sawraill at Now Westmin- 
ater, B. 0., who said: 

" No; I want compulsory pilotage on 
Pnget Sound, so as to make the jmrt ex- 
penaes there neiiror to those of British 
Columbia. I want to charter a vessel 
, to loud at New West minster, but meet 
■:%lth objection on account of pilotage.'

And as the list of business 
promised to be quite extensive, it was 
arranged to commence the proceedings 
at 7 o'clock instead of 8, tbo latter the 
usual hoar. 

All the membera of the board were in 
attendance when 7 o'clock came last 
evening. So also were the representa- 
tives of the city dailies, who, much to 
their surprise, were requested to with- 
draw, it was a "special meeting," 
.Mayor Rediern explained, and doubtless 
there would be matters diacuBsed that it 
would not be politic to make public at 
present. 

This gave Aid. AVilaon a cue. Ho 
could not see the a(h antage, ho said, of 
closing tlie doors and declariiiir the meet- 
in!: private, when, having coiisenled to 
the exclusion of the press, some mem- 
bers of the council could not keep from 
telling all that transpired. He cited 
the two last " private meetiiiga " of the 
board aa an example — liiereiiortera were 
told that they could not be admitted, yet 
tho Colonist the next morning had all 
the business transacted duly recorded. 
How did the paper get the report? he 
asked. 

The Mayor shook his head and intima- 
ted that he was not in the secret, while 
several others o{ the council chorused, 
" It w-usu't ine." 

" I did not report those meeliugs," 
ob.served .Vld. Wilson, and no one thought 
of contradicting him. 

" Well, neither did 1," remarked Aid. 
Harrison, " for the matter of that. But 
at the same time I'm getting tired of 
these hole-in-the-'corner meetings. Let 
the ratepayers know what we are doing 
all the time. I can't see why we should 
exclude the reporters to-night or any 
other night. If there is anything that 
comes up that it would be to the disad- 
vantage of the city to make public 
prematurely, I think the reporters will 
exercise discretion and refrain from men- 
tioning it." 

" Now what have we got before us to- 
night," he inquired in conclusion. 

The Mayor rejilied that the chief 
items of businesa would he to investi- 
gate matters i'l connection with the fire 
(l&partmeut; to dispose of the matter of 
the city garbage contract; and to com- 
plete the preparation of the estimates. 

Here Aid. Partridge sought informa- 
tion. He wanted to know whether this 
was an adjourned or a special meeting, 
and on being infornied that it was the 
latter he asked why notice bad not then 
been sent in the usual way to each alder- 
man, specifying the nature of the busi- 
ness to be transacted. 

Several of the hoard thought Aid. 
Partridge had understood the business 
well enough. He had taken the respon- 
sibility of posting notices at the doors 
of the fire stations, informing the mem- 
bera of the department that they should 
be in readiiiesa to be examined. 

This the alderman are quite prepared 
to admit. His point was not that he 
had not understood the character of the 
meetini!, but that buaineas could not 
be legally tranaacted, the required no- 
tive not having been given. 

Then tho question of whether or not 
the press should be admitted again 
bobbed up, was disscussed for a moment, 
and was .succeeded by debate on other 
points. To meet that raised by AM. 
I'artridge, the Mayor finally announced 
that the meeting would be considered 
neither adjourned nor sjiecial — but 
rather an " informal " one, anything 
that might be done to be reconsidered 
and finally adopted at some subsequent 
meeting. 

"But are we to admit the press?" 
asked Aid. Harrison, getting back to the 
original topic. No one said yes or no, 
but the Mayor suggested his opinion in 
the matter by observing, 

" Such business as the preparation of 
the estimatea should be disposed of in 
priv.ate. It ia neither necessary nor 
proper to make our proceedings Dtiblic 
in this connection until our estimate ia 
ready. The government does not do it, 
an I we are in precisely the same posi- 
tion. " 

Aid. Harrison cotild not see this. 
The government was only one portion of 
tho legislature that passed the estim- 
ates. He did not admit the parallel, as 
all members of tho legislature did not 
unite in the work of framing the estim- 
ates and then simply go through the 
formality of passing them publicly. To 
bring to a focus bis point as to open or 
private meetings, he moved that the 
press be admitted — then waited for 
someone to second it. 

There was no response, and Aid. Part- 
ridge with a smile suggested that the 
representative of the Colonist would no 
doubt now bow and retire. 

"This is only an informal meeting 
anyway," he added in a significant 
asitle. 

" Well, all right," said Aid. Harrison, 
accepting the fate of hi.s motion ])hiloao- 
phically. " I've never given any inform- 
ation to the papers heretofore, but I give 
due warning now. I'm going to do it 
after this every time you hold one of 
these private meetings. Some one lend 
me a pencil and notebook." 

It waa at this stage of the proceedings 
that the repreaentative of the Colonist 
retired. 

Then the aldermen proceeded to buai- 
nees, the remainder of tho session being 
considerably shorter than the portion 
given up to the disposal of the ([ueation 
as to whether or not "privacy" should 
he enforced. 

The consideration of the estimates was 
not touched, nor was the matter of the 
garbage contract — fire department ad'alrs 
monopolizing the remainder of the 
session. The discussion was based upon 
a communication from a number of the 
members ,of the department, which it 
waa repeatedly pointed out last evening 
waa not to be taken as a charge against 
Chief Deasy. 
At the same time it was as frequently 



asserted that he should have opportun- 
ity to defend himself, and in connection 
with the suggestions for the improve- 
ment of the service, tho Chief will be re- 
quired to file a formal reply, which is 
practically a defence. In order that he 
may have tin.e to do so, the matter 
stands over until early next week, when 
a special meeting will be held, and a 
host of witnesses— the majority of whom 
were in attendance laat evening — ex- 
amined pro and con. 

It looka as though all tho dirty linen 
of the lire department was once again 
ready for the laundry, and that tho nest 
Jew weeks will witness another airing of 
grievances in tho brigade. As tlie mem- 
bers of ihb departmentaro at tin present 
time dividod— a "Unibor of iiji^ ; ill men 
being covertly if not openly in arma 
agairiat the chief— aomething ivill have 
to be done and done quickly, if discip- 
line is to be upheld and the efficien- 
cy of the brigade maintained. A depart- 
ment whoae members are working at 
cross purposes cannot naturally produce 
the best results. 



" THE PILGEIM JOOENEY." 

Third Rendition of Rev. P. C. L. Harris' 
Cantata Last Evening Attracts a 
Good Gathering. 

Besides demonstrating the efiiciency 
of the choir of the Centennial ]\lelhodist 
church, the rendition of the cantata 
" The Pilgrim Journey " by that organi- 
zation last evening hIiouUI have given 
the many in attendance a very good im- 
pression of the ability of the composer, 
Rev. P. C. L. Harris, who himself led in 
the public portorinance. 

It w-ao the third presentation of the 
cantata and as on the former occasions 
when the music was presented twice by 
special request in the Congregational 
cliurch, it was very warmly received. 
Mr. Hairia' choir support laat 
evening consisted of 25 voices. 
Miss Lilie Beek, Mrs. Kayton, Miss Ger- 
tie Hackett, Mr. Beek and Miss Kosie 
Tranter being the conspicuous assistants. 
Tho unique cliaracter of the cantata is 
that its music is all selected from famil- 
iar old songs and hymns.

THE ARMY IS DISBANDED. 

Local Greeks Do Not Unite In the Effort to 
Provide the Motherland With 
a Reserve. 

Victoria's scattered population of 
Greeks, the majority of whom are re- 
quired to man the little navy claiming 
the waters of Turret Kock bay as home 
anchorage, will not after all journey to 
the famous land of their birth to assist 
in the humiliation of the Turk. It look- 
ed that way a few days ago, hut things 
have altered somewhat, and a rise 
in the local fish market need 
not in consequence bo apprehended 

On Monday last it waa that the war 
thermometer reached boiling point, and 
memories of Marathon were produced 
and recounted with martial and patri- 
otic pride. About the same time a young 
fisherman, conveniently termed Petro, 
decided to enlist a little company and 
profler its services to the nation. He 
went so far as to reduce hia project to 
writing and secured his own and two 
other signatures to a memorial to the 
Greek authorities requesting permisrion 
to organize and drill a Victoria company 
of Greek reserve guards. 

A fourth eligible for enlistment read 
the document through when it was pre- 
sented to him, and exjiressed his opinion 
briefly in what was evidently modern 
Greek, but which — caught phonetically 
— sounded like " what th'll." 

And aa three ia an odd number entire- 
ly unsuitable for military evolutions, the 
drilling of the corps has not yet com- 
menced.

CORKESPONDENT IN TROUBLE. 

Three Hours' Fight With Cuban Insnrgents 
—Enthusiastic Reception to General 
Weyler. 

Havana, Feb. 17. — Sylvester Scovell, 
correspondent of the New York World, 
who waa arrested at Tunas on February 
0, has been transferred to Santa Clara 
for trial. It is understood that General 
Lee, the U. S. Consul-General, had pre- 
viously wired to Secretary Olney, sug- 
gesting tho withdrawal of the petition to 
transfer Rlr. Si;ovell to Havana, in view 
of the receii)t of advices stating that the 
prisoner has been well treated at Sancti 
Spiritus, and that he had been shown 
every courtesy possible under the Span- 
ish law. 

Private advices received from Cole- 
menar, near Ceciba-Mercha, province of 
iMatanzas, say that Lieut. -Col. Magaand 
Col. Alfant had a three hours' engage- 
ment with theinsnrgents under Paul Ar- 
ango, inflicting the loss of inany men up- 
on the enemy. It/ia further atated that 
Arango waa among the killed. The 
troops bad two men killed and one lieu- 
tenant and eighteen soldiers wounded. 

Captain-General Wi.'yler waa received 
at Saiieti Spiritus to-day with great en- 
thusiasm by the local authorities, and 
an immense crowd gathered to acclaim 
his arrival. Almost all the houses in 
the town were decorated in honor of 
the event. The presence of General 
Weyler greatly raised the public spirit 
of the people of Sancti Spiritua. In re- 
ceiving the authorities, General Weyler 
aaid the revolutionista in Cuba from 
the very beginning had assumed 
the character of bandits, aeeking always 
to avoid combats with ths Spanish 
troops. Their idea was to compel the 
inhaDitanta to pay tribute, and to col- 
lect mone^ for the purpose of carrying 
on their illegal government. Pacifica- 
tion, added General Weyler, would soon 
be an accomplished fact owing to the re- 
sults of the campaign and the succeaa of 
the Spanish arms. 

Pedro Ferdinandez Gueraz has been 
arrested by the Spanish authorities sus- 
pected of political offenses against the 
government. 

Francisco Arazoza, editor of the Gace- 
ta, died to-day. 

Over 600 smaUpox ^ses were reported 
aa registered in Havana to-day. 

TO SPOIL GREAT BRITAIN. 

Patriot Ivory Proposes to Bring Suit Against 
the English Goverament. 

New York, Feb. 17.— Ivory, the Irish 
patriot, will not give John F. Mclntyre, 
the lawyer, who saved him, supremo 
control when he brings his suit for dam- 
ages against the British government. On 
Friday he went to Lawyer Lyman W. 
Reddington, a very old friend, and asked 
him as a personal favor to take charge. 
Ivory said he had everything ready 
to go ahead, and that his de- 
mand would be for $250,000 This was 
to cover the loss of his business 
and his health breaking down bo- 
cause of his four months in an English 
prison. Reddington told him that if his 
action was againstan individual it would 
be a very simple matter, but against tho 
British government it was somewhat 
difficult. They would have to fight 
through tho state department at Waah- 
ington City and the United States am- 
bassador. Mr. Reddington remarked 
that Gen. Collins, of Boston, who was 
consul-general at London, was hia per- 
sonal friend and would do all he could 
to i)romote Ivory's claim. It was agreed 
not to move in the case until after 
March 4, as it would be uaeleaa to trouble 
the Cleveland administration with the 
matter.
